DETAILED ACTION 

1. This application has been reviewed. Original claim 1 is pending. The objections and 
rejections cited are as stated below: 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because, it exceeds the limit which is 150 
words in length. Corrections are required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 
The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 

separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. The 
language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the title. It 
should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," "The 
disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. Appropriate correction is 
required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

4. The changes made to 35 U.S. C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AJPA) do not apply to the examination of this apphcation as the application being examined was 
not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). 
Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the 
AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Rickard et al. (U.S. 
Patent No. 6,016,483). 

Rickard teaches a method of trading investments relating to an underlying security 
comprising the steps of creating an up instrument, and creating a down instrument as indicated in 
steps (a), and (b), calculating an opening sale price for the instruments, and recalculating the sale 
price for both instruments based at least in part on movement of the price of the underlying 
security (abstract, and column 6, line 10 thru column 7, line 47).
